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AN ACT concerning the Departnent of Human Servi ces.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Departnent of Human Services Act is

anended by adding Section 10-26 as foll ows:

(20 ILCS 1305/10-26 new)
Sec. 10-26. Disability dat abase.

(a) The Departnent of Hunan Services shall conpile and

maintain a cross-disability database of Illinois residents

wth a disability who are potentially in need of disability

services funded by the Departnment. The dat abase shall consi st

of individuals with nental illness, physical disabilities,

and devel opnental disabilities, and shall include, but not be

limted to, individuals transitioning from special education

to adulthood, individuals in State-operated facilities,

individuals in private nursing and residential facilities,

and individuals in conmunity inteqgrated |living arrangenents.

Wthin 30 days after the effective date of this anendatory

Act of the 93rd Ceneral Assenbly, the Secretary of Human

Services shall seek input from advisory bodies to the
Departnment, including advisory councils and comi ttees
working with the Departnent in the areas of nental ill ness,

physical disabilities, and developnmental disabilities. The

dat abase shal | be oper ati onal by July 1, 2004. The

information collected and maintained for the disability

dat abase shall include, but is not limted to, the follow ng:
(i) the types of services of which the individual is
potentially in need; (ii) denpgraphic and i dentifying

information about the individual; (iii) factors indicating

need, including di agnoses, assessnment information, aqge of

primary caregivers, and current living situation; (iv) if
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applicable, the date infornmation about the individual i s

submtted for inclusion in the database and the types of

servi ces sought by the individual; and (v) the representative

district in which the individual resides. In collecting and

mai ntaining information under this Section, the Departnent

shall give consideration to cost-effective appropri ate

servi ces for individuals.

(b) This anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly

does not create any new entitlement to a service, program or

benefit, but shall not affect any entitlenent to a service,

program or benefit created by any other | aw. Except for a

service, program or benefit that is an entitlenent, a

service, program or benefit provided as a result of the

coll ection and mai ntenance of the disability database shal

be subject to appropriati ons nade by the General Assenbly.

(c) The Departnent, consistent with applicable federal

and State law, shall make gener al information from the

disability database available to the public such as: (i) the

nunber of individuals potentially in need of each type of

service, pr ogr am or benefi t and (ii) the general

characteristics of those individuals. The Departnent shal

pr ot ect the confidentiality of each individual in the

dat abase when rel easing dat abase i nformati on by not

di scl osing any personally identifying infornation.

Section 99. Effective Date. This Act takes effect upon

becom ng | aw.
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
